There opened yesterday at the South 
Shore Country club an interesting ex- 
hibit of the paintings of Edward J. 
Holslag. That name is now 80 well 
known that a casual mention of it 
brings at once to mind stretches of can- 
vas glowing with color, filled with ac- 
tion, strong and virile, and beautifully 
mastered. 

Formerly, toward the beginning of 
his art, the painter emphasized his love 
of the sea. The marine pictures which 
came from his brush were almost wet 
with the salt of the sea, the breakers 
rolled splendidly to shore, the sea winds 
blew, and the tang of their breath was 
felt in the lowering sky and seen in the 
masses of gray clouds that swept like 
gigantic birds low over the horizon.
